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Wasuincton, D. C., Dec. 31, 1885. . 
Hon. Robt Lowry, Governor of Mississippi : 


Dear Sir: In compliance with the requirements of section 5 of “an 
Act to create the Exposition Bureau, and to make an appropriation 
therefor, and for other purposes," I have the ‘honor to submit 
herewith an itemized list of disbursements made on account of 
the State's exhibit at New Orleans, from April 1, 1884. to April 
Io, 1885. except in the matter of salaries of employes, which are 
covered by this summary to April 30, r885. 

This report includes two distinct funds. One, the appropria- 
tion by the Legislature under the Act just cited, approved March 
8, 1884, and the other, an amount agreed upon at a joint confer- 
ence between the U. S. Commissioner for the several States and 
Territories and the Director-General of the Exposition, to be al- 
lotted to each U. S. Commissioner out of the million dollars loaned 
by the Government of the United States to the Managers of the 
**World's Industrial and Cotton Centennial Exposition," to de- 
fray, or aid in defraying, the cost to eacly State and Territory of 
installing its exhibit. 

The State appropriation amounted to $12,500. The contribu- 
tion from the management was intended: to be $5.000, out of 
which $1,000 was to be reserved by them and applied to the 
erection and furnishing of headquarters, reading rooms, etc., iri 
accordance with an agreed plan. j 

Owing to certain financial complications and embarrassments 
consequent upon the vast expansion of the Exposition beyond the. 
most sanguine estimates and calculations of its projectors, and 
losses of revenue through delays in opening incident to freight 
gorges. rain storms for seven consecutive weeks, street car strikes, 
etc., the management was unable to fully meet its engagements 
with the several States and Territories, even. though assisted by: 
Congress to the extent of a handsome: donation by Act approved 
March, 1885. at the solicitation of a committee sent on to Wash- 
ington to represent before Congress the Board of United States 
Commissioners for the several States and Territories having ex- 
hibits at New Orleans, and the Management of the Exposition, 
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` of which committee your Commissioner had the honor to bea ‘* 
member. 


The entire amount received from the management was as fol- 
lows:

In addition to this, the management claimed, and was granted, 
in a general compromise to which all the States and Territories 
were parties, a credit of $500 on, account of such carpenters’ 
work and material as it had consumed in providing office rooms, 
to our State Department, in lieu of the **Headquarters" originally 
agreed upon. 

"The report of expenditures from the State fund is a recapitula- 
tion of the itemized bills sent up to you for approval from time to 
time, and upon which warrants were issued by the Auditor, in 
compliance with section 5 of the Act making the appropriation. 
Inasmuch as no money was at any time advanced by the State in 
furtherance of her exhibit, but all disburseménts were made by 
the Auditor, upon vouchers approved by the Governor, for sup- 
plies already paid for, or services already rendered, the funds, so 
far as controlled by your Commissioner, were fully accounted for 
to the disbursing officers of the State before they left the Treas- 
ury. The vouchers, therefore, for all payments ineluded in my 
report of State funds are now in possession of the Commonwealth, 
and have been approved and certified as the law directs. 

In reference to the fund received from the Board of Manage- 
ment and from the Assistant Treasurer of the United States in 
compliance with the Act of Congress in furtherance of the agree- 
ment between said Board of Management and the Board of 
United States Commissioners of the several States and Territories, 
I submit herewith vouchers covering all payments claimed to 
have been made, and slightly in excess of the amount of such 
funds. 

On April ro, 1885, feeling that my presence was no longer es- 
sential to the proper conduct. of an exhibit that was complete so 
far as reasonable expectations would warrant, and having given 
every day of my time to the service of the State in over twelve 
months of arduous, exacting, and often depressing and disheart- 
ening labor, I notified you of the receipt of a telegram from the 
Secretary of the Interior offering me a position in his office con- 
tingent upon my reporting at an early day, and asked you to ac- 
cept.my resignation as State Commissioner, at the same time 
warmly commending to your consideration, as my successor, Mr. 
Ramsey Wharton. of Hinds county, a young gentleman of fine 
ability. excellent business habits, thoroughly imbued with the 
importance of maintaining the high status Mississippi had achieved 
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in the friendly rivalry of States at the great World’s Exposition, 
and who had been constantly employed in the Mississippi  De- 
partment under my orders and observation in every branch and 
detail of the business for over six months. 

You declined to accept my resignation or designate a new 
Commissioner under the Act of March 8, 1884, but were kind 
enough to authorize me to make such arrangements not inconsist- 
ent with the interests of the State as would enable me to accept 
the Federal position tendered me. Acting upon this authórity, 
and with a confidence in his integrity, ability and courage, that 
time has thoroughly vindicated. I ajfpointed Mr. Wharton ‘*Act- 
ing Commissioner" for Mississippi, at the salary I had been receiv- 
ing from the State, payable out of the Exposition aid fund, and 
transferred to him all the properties, moneys, etc., in my posses- 
sion. 

Although practically released from duty at New Orleans. I was 
not relieved of responsibility and labor, as it became necessary 
for me to manage, to a large extent, the negotiations as United 
States Commissioner for the collection of the delayed installment 
of the aid fund, $1,618.75, which was not paid for some months 
afterwards, and I have been forced to carry on a very extensive 
correspondence by mail-and telegraph, incident to my late official 
connection with the State exhibit. 

As will appear by accompanying vouchers, I turned over to my 
successor, acting Commissioner Wharton, $1,793.75, after pay- 
ing the salaries of the Exposition corps for the month of April. 
A portion of this amount. $1,618.75, was not received from the 
Treasury Department of the United States until August, but by 
obtaining proper certificate from the Board of Management of 
the amount due us, and depositing the same properly endorsed 
with the State National Bank at New Orleans, Mr. Wharton was 
enabled to negotiate a loan of $1,200.00 upon easy terms, that 
sufficed to bridge over all difficulties. 

The total amounts received by me from the management, U. S. 
Treasury, and other sources, were as follows;

It is very difficult to make a summary from the vouchers show- 
ing the amounts expended on account of each of the several 
items covered by disbursements, for the reason that in many cases 
they are so interwoven as to make any attempt atseparation mere 
guess work. For instance, under the head. of "Lumber and 
Carpenters’ Work” and “Exhibition Plant,” are included many 
dollars that could more appropriately be. charged . against 
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‘Women’s Work,” ‘Horticultural Exhibit," ‘‘Geological Ex- 
hibit,” etc., and the same may be said of the items of postage, 
telegraphing, freight, printing and traveling expenses, but the 
following apportionment is nearly correct:

Section 6th, of the Act approved March 8th, 1884, provides 
that whatever property may be in the possession of the State in 
connection with her exhibit at New Orleans, whether in the shape 
of exhibits or plant, purchased or donated, at the end of 
the World's Exposition, shall be turned over to the A. 
and M. College, at Starkville, to be there retained as the property 
of the State. Your wise determination to unite with the Execu- . 
tives of the other States and Territories in continuing the repre- 
sentation of Mississippi’s products, resources, industries, genius, 
progress and aspirations at New Orleans for another year, has 
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prevented the delivery ‘of these goods and products to the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College at the date comprehended in the: 
legislation above cited, but I have.every reason to believe that: 
they are now fulfilling a mission fraught with benefits to the com- 
monwealth far more comprehensive than if in the custody of the 
College, while their delivery in accordance with the will of the 
Legislature, is merely postponed. 

This property will consist of. an extensive. assortment of glass 
ware, purchased for the exhibition of fruits, seeds, small grain, 
fish eic. > 

Many feet of handsome show cases purchased for. the exhibi- 
tion of woman’s work and other valuable and delicate fabrics, 
goods and relics. 

An extensive geologicai collection witha plant embracing. a 
number of glass cases, tables, etc., made for this exhibit. 

Two large wood stands, made from Mississippi woods, with 
their contents, reprenting fleeces from many counties. 

A number of handsome exhibition tables, made of a combina- 
tion of our Mississippi furniture" woods. 

A large and valuable wine stand, made of a number of kinds 
of Mississippi furniture timber, highly polished. 

An extensive and varied exhibit of the tobaccos grown on Mis- 
sissippi soil. 

A great variety of articles of white oak, gum, etc., illustrative. 
of the adaptability of our timbers to the manufacture of **wooden 
ware.’ 

An extensive exhibit of earths, clays, pressed brick, fire brick, 
earthen ware. glass sand, glass ingots, etc. 

The finest timber exhibit ever gotten together in any one col- 
lection, by any State, Territory or country. ^ 

In addition to the above, there will be numerous minor exhibits 
and properties representing our resources, products and industries, 
at the disposal of the State at the termination of the present, Ex: 
position, and it is agreed by the various railroads that the terms of 
free delivery which were guaranteed to exhibits at the World’s 
Exposition, shall continue in respect of all exhibits held over. for 
the present Exposition at New Orleans. 

In regard to the timber exhibit, it is proper for. me to say that 
many of the finest specimens were contributed by the counties of 
Jackson, Wilkinson, Warren, Holmes, Yazoo and Washington.: 
The lists from these counties, though small as compared with the 
general exhibit of the- State, and duplicating each other in fre- 
quent instances, each included many lordly specimens; and im 
almost every case where the contribution of the county surpassed 
that gotten out by the Agent of the state, the latter was discarded. 

The exception to this rule was in instances where it seemed 
wise and politic to exhibit specimens from various sections of the. 
State. 


A considerable timber exhibit in the shape of, dressed blocks 
was also sent down by Moatgomery county; and I received a 
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large number of fine specimens in slabs from Noxubee county, l 
which were so delayed in transportation that I found it impossible . 
to place them to advantage in the general exhibit on their arrival, ` 
and had them carried to thé gallery where they formed an impor- 
tant and interesting addition to the exhibit by our colored fellow- 
citizens. 

Owing to accidents in transportation, we’ suffered very severe 
loss in the matter of glassware. Entire collections of fruits from. 
certain localities arriving with hardly an unbroken jar in the cases, 
while numerous instances came to my knowledge of splendid hor- 
ticultural specimens, shipped in ‘‘solution.” being weeks on the 
way, and coming to hand without a drop of fluid in the j jars, and 
the exhibits utterly ruined. I do not mention these circumstances 
complainingly, for I am satisfied they wére unavoidable to a great. 
extent, but merely to explain secondary purchases of glassware 
and alcohol, and to show how much grander and more complete, | 
but for these circumstances, would have been a horticultural ex- 
hibit that’ as it was, ' astonished Mississippi, the South, the coun- 
try, and the World. 

Dr. H. E. McKay, Chief of this Department, his Assistant, 
Mr. C. W. Gallagher, of Metidian. and their numerous associates 
and co-workers of both sexes in all sections of the State, were in- 
defatigable in their labors in this behalf. yet in many instances 
after success was apparently assured, and the fruits in excellent 
condition were carefully packed and shipped, they were caught 
in the ‘‘great freight gorge,” and delivered after weeks of deten- 
tion, in deplorable and ruinous condition. Nevertheless, Missis- 
sippi exhibited a greater variety of fruits than any other State, 
and scored:as many prizes as any of her sisters, while in many. 
instances where she had been unknown before as a producer, she 
asserted and maintained supremacy. 

+ To enter'into the minutia of Mississippi’s exhibits at the Great 
World's Exposition, would unprofitably swell this summary, but 
I submit ‘as part of my report the accompanying copy of the 
**«Catalogue of Exhibits,” published by Hon. E G. Wall, Com: 
missioner of ‘Immigration of our State, to whom during the course 
of my canvass and the progress of the Exposition. I was almost 
daily indebted for valuable aid and patriotic co-operation. 

*. As must'inevitably have been the case where thousands of arti- 
eles'were to be enumerated and credited, this catalogue has its 
share of errors and omissions. Some of them I have discovered 
and corrected from: ‘memory, so as to make this as nearly as pos- 
sible an official record: ` Others will only be detected by the par- ` 
ties who have been unintentionally wronged, but in each instance 
I 'hope that the patriotism that prompted ‘the contribution will find’ 
compénsation for the régretted mistakes of the compilers, in the 
fact that-each offering, whether blazoned or anonymous, ‘fulfilled 
its mission, and aided in placing dear old Mississippi in a brighter, 


*Two thousand copies of this Catalogue were published by the Com- 
missioner of Immigration, and the same were freely distributed. 
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nobler, braver light before the world, asa rival in everything, to 
any State or Territory, save mineral resources and fabrics. 

In preparing a catalogue, it was: found impossible to include’ 

exhibits of vegetables without doing great injustice to multitudes’ 
of contributors, for the reasons that hundreds of the finest speci- 
mens shipped to‘us were so'long' in transit that they rotted or 
shrivelled on the way, and many ‘others came to us-unlabled and 
so long after the receipt of notice'of shipment, that it was impos- 
sible to trace products to producers,'and other specimens never 
were either marked or heralded: In addition to this, the display’ 
of vegetables was “perpetually ‘changing. "We were every day, 
hauling out and hauling 1 in, and though ‘wé' resorted to varnishing: 
in ‘the hope of preserving fine speciniens for a long time, we were’ 
only :moderately successful, owing to their general bruised and 
otherwise bad condition at time of arrival. 
The report of Dr; H. E. McKay, Assistant Commissioner, in* 
charge of Horticultural Exhibit, which appears in the catalogue 
above referred to, shows that Mississippi *'took the grand sweep- 
stake premium for the best collection of varieties of fruit from any 
State or country, exhibiting for this pum one hundred and 
sixty- -four varieties. 

` In the matter of.oranges we were excluded by the terms of the 
original programme from general competition, - A matter of great: 
disappointment to our producers, as they ‘confidently expected to 
take first prize in a contest with the entire orange producing world, 
upon every variety grown within our borders. As the rules re- 
stricted thé competition to which we weré invited, to the States 
of Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas, and the Republic 
of Mexico, ‘we were obliged to make the best of the situation: 
with the following gratifying result: — ':* 

- Best collection, not less than: twenty varieties, from the Gulf 
Coast, West of Florida, gold medal and $roo.oo. 

: ‘Best collection of fifteen varieties, silver ‘medal and $75.60. 

' Best collection.of five varieties, silver médal and $25.00. 

:. Best plate of any variety, silver medal ‘and $10.00. 

We also toqgk premiums to-the amount of $105.00 on strawber- 
ties, exhibiting as-‘many us thirty ‘distinct varieties. : 

.' Under the direction of Assistant Commissioner, J. J. Spelman, 
our colored fellow citizens made a highly: icreditable exhibit in the 
gallery of the Government Building in the Division especially 
controlled by Hon. B. K. Bruce,'of Bolivar county. Inthe gen- 
eral plan for Mississippi's presentation at'the great Exposition, 
we made no arrangement looking to a division of her people on’ 
lines.of race or color in the advertisement.of their resources and 
industries, .hence -many, valuable exhibits. upon the lower floor 
and in the Woman’ s Work Department of our State were received: 
from colored Mississippians and. retained as.a part of pie e general 
exhibit of the Commonwealth. > , (eae e 

The Woman's Work Exhibit of’ Mississippi has never, in the 
opiniorf of persons-largely experienced in such matters, been ex- 
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celled at any Exposition or Fair. It was great in everything, 
from forestry to needlework, and was typified in every branch of 
our exhibit, and upon the lower floor as prominently—or more 
so — than in the gallery. . 
, Our splendid exhibit of Woman's Work in the gallery was 
denied adequate space for fair display, being restricted to a 
frontage of twenty-six feet, though it would have been cramped. 
had twice that space been allotted to us. But for the fact that 
we were hard pressed for room upon the lower floor, I should, 
atan early day of the Exposition, have moved our entire Woman's 
Work Exhibit down stairs, where every article of merit would 
have attracted the atterition and commendation of the public that 
were lavished upon those testimonials to the genius and industry 
of Mississippi's daughters that were of necessity placed in the 
State Department proper. I regret now, that I did not adopt this 
course, as Mississippi received no aid from the Management in 
the matter of the distribution of glass show cases for Woman's 
Work, and no portion of the fund, fifteen thousand dollars, 
appropriated by Congress in that behalf. 

In this connection itis proper that I should say that from the 
very first, the women of Mississippi gave their best efforts to 
the work of representing their grand old State fittingly at New 
Orleans. In every county they were in the van where there was 
hard, earnest work to be done, and what they attempted they 
generally accomplished, and what they promised, they uniformly 
performed. While my, memorandums and correspondence during 
1884, exhibit an almost continuous line of broken pledges on the 
part of the men who promised aid in the way of exhibits, I cannot 
at this moment recall a half dozen unredeemed promises from 
Mississippi women, and in almost every one of these instances 
the failure was due to sickness, death, or misapprehension of the 

magnitude of the proposed undertaking. 
' To name all the noble women to whom the State is greatly 
indebted in this behalf, would be impossible in my report, yet 
it is proper that I should single out as a representative spirit in a 
contest and labor that was often painfully discouraging and dis- 
piriting. Mrs. Kate S. Minor, of Natchez, to whose continuous 
efforts. dauntless courage, arid talented leadership, Mississippi's 
exhibit at New Orleans is greatly indebted for whatever measure 
of success it achieved. "The Commissioner will also take this 
occasion to acknowledge the valuable and extended in arranging 
and decorating the Mississippi space, by Mrs. Henry C. Myers, 
of Holly Springs, and Mrs. Will Henry, of Jackson. 


In making acknowledgement on behalf of the State to the many 
whose gratuitous efforts in her behalf were conspicuous, I will, I 
am sure, be pardoned for singling out as constant and steady 
workers, and men who were appealed to in every emergency with 
perfect confidence in their prompt response, Gen Stephen D. Lee, 
and Prof. Gully, of thé A. and M. College; Capt. J. W. Lambert, 
of Natchez; Capt. T. J. Ross, of Macon; Capt. F. M. Abbott, 
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of Clay county; Mr. Robert Brown, of Monroe county; Capt. 
J. W. Howard, of Aberdeen; Mr. D. L. Phares, Jr., of Woed- 
ville; Mr. M. M. Evans, of Moss Point; Col. J. L. Power, of 
Jackson; Prof Lawrence C. Johnson, of Holly Springs, United 
States Geological Survey; Mr. James Thomas, of Biloxi, and 
Capt. W. W. Stone, of Greenville. l 

To the newspapers of the State I was indebted for a support 
that was earnest, energetic, enthusiastic and patriotic. I had 
daily occasion to use their columns and constant need for their 
intelligent aid, and Mississippi is largely indebted to the conti- 
nuity of their efforts and the sagacity of their writings for her 
successful debut as an Exposition State at New Orleans. 

From the railroads we received generous assistance in the mat-. 
ter of free transportation of exhibits, and there was evident en- 
deavor on their part to make deliveries as promptly as their facil- 
ities and peculiar surroundings and embarrassments would admit 
of. In this connection it is due to the Managers and Officers of 
the M. & O. and L. & N. Railroads, that I should say that they 
seemed to enter enthusiastically into the spirit of the Exposition, 
rendering us every assistance in collecting and delivering the ex- 
hibits that it was in their power to give. 

From the chiefs and subordinates of all the State offices at the 
Capitol, I received at all times hearty co-operation and assistance, 
and from the Alternate United. States Commissioner, Hon. A. B. 
Hurt, and my staff of canvassers and exhibitors the most valua- 
ble aid during the entire period of their service. 

In conclusion, I have to say in all sincerity and earnestness, 
that but for the determined and steady support given me by you 
at all times and under all circumstances, from the commencement 
of the canvass until the exhibits were in place at New Orleans, 
it would have been impossible for Mississippi to have made the 
presentation that was so gratifying to those of her children who 
visited the Great Exposition.
